Saddled with an overblown bureaucracy which is cm 
powered to make decisions affecting everyone's personal 
life, the N ew Zealanders now are trying to deal with it by 
setting up an anti-trust bureau. It’s called the Pi 
tarv Commissioner for Investigations, and it s hoped 
the necessary law will be passed to establish it. 
The new bureau’s job. according to dispatches, would be 
to accept complaints from citizens who felt 'hey had been 
mistreated, neglected or deprived of their rights by bureau- 
CT*H t s. 
The investigator could quiz the supposedly-offending bu­ 
reau. and report to parliament or the prime minister if he 
verifies the validity of the complaint. 
And so our friends to the south have arrived at one more 
bureau as an answer to bureaucracy. 
The bureaucrats responded with a demand that they be 
given another bureau, too. Tt would serve to protect miblic 
officials from the public. This request was sidetracked.

One act of rate-m aking, however, 
which is not too well understood, 
provides .some hope for reform by 
localities, if not nationally. This is 
that insurance rates arc geared 
directly to the driving perform an­ 
ce of the various 
communities. 
Losses are charged to the accident 
record of the territory in which 
the car is k ept 
Thus,

ists in each area pay only the rates 
they have aeipcd to create by their 
collective behavior at the wheel.

In the South, where the w eather 
m eets the dem ands of this tender 
plant and where the combinations 
o{ okra with other foods have long 
been known, it m akes solo appear­ 
ances — a vegetable

WASHINGTON — The Commu­ 
nist party and the Catholic church 
don't particularly love each oth­ 
er, but the Vatican may prove 
an exam ple to the Kremlin for 
solution of the Berlin crisis. 
P rem ier 
Khrushchev told 
me 
last month that he was willing to 
help guarantee the future inde­ 
pendence of W est Berlin and pro­ 
vide access to it from West G er­ 
many. Senators Fulbright of Ar­ 
kansas 
and 
Mansfield 
of 
Mon­ 
tana 
suggested 
some 
tim e 
ago 
that 
Berlin 
be 
an 
international 
city, 
perhaps 
with 
part of the 
United Nations located there. 
President Kennedy is not averse 
to such a plan, and last week 
Adzhubei, editor of Izvestia, pub­ 
lished an editorial proposing that 
the UN be located in Berlin. 
All this fits in with my recent 
suggestion that Berlin be m ade a 
“ city of peace” 
in m em ory of 
Dag H am m arskjöld—with part of 
the 
UN 
located 
there. 
In 
my 
opinion it would be a m istake to 
move all the UN out of New York.
